One of the prettiest designs in bed- 
room towels seen for a long time fs 
called the guest room towel. It is of 
soft damask, woven in a dainty scat- 
tered design of sweet peas, a deep bor- 
der of the flowers appearing at the 
ends, which are hemstitched. 

The size is 20 by 38 inches and the 
price 35 cents each. 

A novelty in bath towels is a bleach- 
ed Turkish towel, with a red jacquard 
border that will not run in the wash- 
ing, but will come from its tubbing 
looking like new. It costs only 25 
cents and measures 20 by 44 \oches, 
a reasonable price. 

The crossbar dimitles and the self 
checked lawns are responsible for 
some of the daintiest looking pillow- 
shams designed especially for summer 
use. 

A rather large checked lawn, deco- 
rared with water lilies above a scal- 
loped border, 1s thirty-two inches 
square and costs &5 cents, The scarf, 
18 by 84, is the same price.

The color of the paper is peculiar, 
and cannot be imitated exactly by 
counterieiters except at great expense. 
The combined thinness and streugth of 
the paper are also unique. It is made 
in sheets large enough for two notes. 
Each note before it is sized weighs 
about 18 grains and then if doubled it 
is strong enough to suspend a weight 
of 36 pounds. 

The texture of the paper is also pe- 
culiar. It has a crisp feel invariably 
the same and such that bank clerks 
of experience can readily detect for- 
geries by this test alone. Then the 
wire mark impressed in the making 
by a frame, costly to make and diffi- 
cult to use, is practically inimitable. 

Each note has thin rough edges 
uncut not to be produced by any note 
of cutting paper that is not devised 
expressly for the purpose. The paper 
for printing is damped with water in 
the exhausted receiver of an alr pump, 
The ink used in the plate printing 18 
made of Frankfort black, which is 
composed of the charcoals of the ten- 
drits and husks of the German grape 
ground with linseed oil. This ink has 
a peculiar and very deep shade of 


| black, common black inks being tint 


ed either with blue or brown. 


Giant Birds Now Extinct. 
In the British Museum, and in sey- 
eral continental institutions for the 


advacement of science, there may be 
seen specimens of birds’ eggs which 
are almost as large as a two-gallon 
jug.
